Mateo County’s new courthouse, it 
was’ suggested at a banquet at Red¬ 
wood City that a grand Fourth of July 
celebration be given at the county seat 
this year, when the residents of the 


the modern structure that their money 
had paid for. 

As a matter of courtesy, this city 

decided to forego the celebration this 

year and do everything in its power to 

make the Redwood celebration a grand 

success. This city will celebrate next

The article follows: 

As was announced in the Democrat 
last week, the Fourth of July Commit¬ 
tee has been appointed by Director 
General Lovie and a big celebration is 
promised. At this time it is too early 
to know with certainty what can be 
accomplished, but this much, perhaps 
more, is hoped for. 

To begin at the beginning it is plan¬ 
ned to arrange for a “booster” excur¬ 
sion early in May to South City and 
the intervening towns, that will start 
in the morning and return by theater 
train. The object of the celebration 
will then be explained—the proper rec¬ 
ognition of (1) the National holiday, 
(2) the completion of the new court¬ 
house, (3) the fact that $250,000 will be 
spent on internal improvements at 
Redwood during the present year 


1910, (4) the completion of the Dum¬ 
barton bridge cutoff, that puts Red¬ 
wood on the map as a junction city, 
(5) our rehabilitation from the disaster 
of 1906 to a more promising position 
than ever before. 

The supervisors have been requested 
to throw open the new courthouse for 
public inspection on that day, and to 
extend to the Fourth of July Com¬ 
mittee the use of the courthouse 
grounds for the purpose of literary ex¬ 
ercises. This single announcement, 
outlines the comprehensive scope of 
the celebration committee’s undertak¬ 
ing. 

Events will have to follow each 
other with the precision of a vaude¬ 
ville show, to get everything accom¬ 
plished by daylight, but as Mr. Lovie 
is no novice in such matters, a favor¬ 
able outcome is a foregone conclusion. 

On the morning of the Fourth there 
will be the reception of visiting fra¬

THE COUNTY BOARD 

OF SUPERVISORS 


Petition for Hillsborough Incorporation 
Granted—Monday, April 25th, Fixed 
as the Date for Election 


The County Board of Supervisors 
met in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday. 

Owing to the absence of Supervisor 
McEvoy, Supervisor Coleman was se¬ 
lected to act as chairman pro tern. 

The incorporation of the new City of 
Hillsborough was the first business 
taken up and disposed of. 

Attorney A. H. Redington ap¬ 
peared for the petitioners for the new 
city and made a short address. 

Upon motion of Blackburn, sec¬ 
onded by Francis, the petition was ac¬ 
cepted and a resolution adopted declar¬ 
ing the boundaries of Hillsborough 
and fixing Monday, April 25th, as file 
day on which electors of the proposed 
city will vote on the question of incor¬ 
poration as a city of the sixth.class. 

A petition signed by nearly fifty 
residents of the coastside asking that 
the season for trout fishing be changed 
so as to conform with the State law, 
making the open season commence 
April 1st instead of May 1st, was de¬ 
nied upon motion of Francis, seconded 
by Casey. 


Upon motion of Blackburn, seconded 
by Francis', Treasurer Chamberlain 
was directed to transfer $1000 from the 
general road fund to the first road dis¬ 
trict road fund, to be used to pay the 
cost of constructing a new road over 
the San Pedro mountains. 

At the request of Geo. W. Louie, the 
Fourth of July Committee was given 
permission to use new courthouse 
grounds for holding the literary exer¬ 
cises at the coming celebration. 

Upon motion of Blackburn, seconded 
by Casey, the J. J. O’Brien Construc¬ 
tion Company was allowed $200 to 
complete the plumbing job in the new 
courthouse, the company to relinquish 
all claim to the old material. This ar¬ 
rangement was satisfactory to Presi¬ 
dent O’Brien. 

Architect Allen was authorized to 
have the wainscoting in the courthouse 
rotunda marbleized at a cost of $32.50. 

Plans and specifications for gas and 
electric fixtures were accepted, and 
Clerk Nash requested to advertise for 
bids to supply same.

The Nation’s Great Need, Says 
Railroad Magnate. 

SCORES OUR WASTEFULNESS. 


Declares We Live In an Age of Finan¬ 
cial Delirium—Blames Extravagance 
For High Prices and Urges Economy. 
Every Dollar Unprofitably Spent 
Marks a Crime Against Posterity. 

James J. Hill, the venerable railroad 
builder and magnate, who delivered an 
address at the Minnesota conservation 
convention in St. Paul the other day 
in which he advocated the conserva¬ 
tion of capital, condemned extrava¬ 
gance as one of the causes of the in- 
irease in prices and told how the situ¬ 
ation described by him might be rem¬ 
edied. Mr. Hill declared that “we are 
living in an age of worldwide finan¬ 
cial delirium” and that “next after the 
conservation of the land, its area, use 
and fertility must come the conserva¬ 
tion of national capital in the form of 
cash and credit.” Mr. Hill said in part: 

“In our cities modern extravagance 
finds its most untrammeled expression. 
The total debt of the states, including 
all minor civil divisions, increased $13,- 
921,443, or 1.25 per cent, between 1880 
and 1890. Between 1890 and 1902 it 
increased $727,778,393, or 04 per cent. 

“Debt figures, however, do not begin 
to tell the story of our national ex- 
traA'agance. Only a small part of our 
expenditure is represented by debt ta¬ 
bles. The rest is raised by increased 
taxation. 

How National Expenses Have Grown. 

“Although the great business expan¬ 
sion of this country began right after 
the civil war, the expenses for 1890 
were but $4,000,000 greater than those 
of twenty years before. Since 1890 
these expenditures have grown $20,- 
000,000 a year, until now they are 
121.4 per cent more than they were 
eighteen years ago. The answer to 
the charge of a billion dollar session 
of congress is that this has become a 
billion dollar country. The apology is 
neither relevant nor true. It is not 
necessary that expense should increase 
in the same ratio as growth. 

“The following little table, exhibit¬ 
ing the whole situation, might be 
printed at the top of every letterhead 
used by any man In public office any¬ 
where in the United States:

“The phenomenal increase of public 
expenditure has already produced a 
plentiful crop of public ills. It is one 
of the causes of the increases in prices 
now disturbing the people. This in¬ 
crease follows in a suggestive way the 
inflation of national and local budgets. 
The average cost of the supplies that 
must be bought for practically every 
household increased about 50 per cent 
between 1890 and 1900. During the 
past year there has been a marked 
lifting of the price level. Foodstuffs 
cost from 10 to To per < ent more than 
ten years ago. 

“Something is due to enormous cur¬ 
rency inflation. The tariff is anoth¬ 
er contributing cause. Combinations 
which are actually in restraint of 
trade, which have monopolized their 
field aial are either controlled by a 
common secret management or a se¬ 
cret agreement to maintain exorbitant 
charges, are partly responsible. 

Extravagance National Trait. 

“Still more of the rise of prices if- 
due to the decline of agricultural prod 
ucts as compared with the increase of 
population. Yet with due allowance 
for the effect of these forces that make 
for dearer living there still remains a 
large unexplained balance which must 
be credited to the lavish expenditure 
which has now grown to be a uational 
trait. 

“Waste, idleness and rising wages, 
all interrelated to one another, now as 
cause and now as effect, are, next to 
an overissue of irredeemable paper, 
the three most powerful forces in the 
world to raise prices. 

Remedy Not Obscure. 

“Perhaps the greatest factor of all 
in the price problem is the wage rate. 


Everybody kMow's that labor cost is 
the principal item in all forms of in¬ 
dustry. The wage rate has been ris¬ 
ing steadily in this country. Powerful 
forces are back of this movement. It 
has public sympathy. To resist is diffi¬ 
cult and may be dangerous. As cost 
of production is chiefly labor cost, the 
j price of the finished article must g> 
up if the price of labor is rulsed. This 
Is just as true of the farm as of the 
factory. 

“The saving feature of our situation 
! is that it is not complex aud that tha 
| remedy is uot obscure. Let the rule 
be that every dollar unprofitably spent 
marks a crime against posteriiy just 
as much as does the dissipation of 
material resourc es. Expenditures must 
be cut down all along the line.” 


FORTUNE FOR A FRANS HALS. 


Description of Painting For Which 
Otto Kahn Paid $500,000. 

A magnificent “Family Group” paint¬ 
ed by Fraus Hals, the famous painter, 
for which Otto H. Kahn, the New 
York banker, recently paid $500,000, 
outbidding J. I’. Morgan, and. which 
has been lent to the Metropolitan mu¬ 
seum, came from the collection of Colo¬ 
nel Warde of Westerham. It was 
bought by Johu Warde at the William 
Bristow sale held Iu Dover street, I^on- 
don, iu 1759 and remained In the 
Warde family, unknown to the public, 
until 1900, wlieu it was showu iu the 
winter exhibition of old masters held 
at the Royal academy in 1900 and 
aroused the astonishment of the art 
critics that “in these days of connois- 
seurship and curiosity,” as the Loudon 
Times put it, “such a chef d'oeuvre of 
one of the greatest of portrait painters 
should have hung for all these years 
entirely unknown in an English coun¬ 
try house.” 

The composition consists of five fig- 
ares and a dog. Hals himself and his 
wife are in the center, with a quaint 
expression of amusement on both 
faces. On the left is a boy, a stick in 
his right hand, his left thrust into his 
pocket. On the right stands a girl 
dressed in the stiff repetition of her 
mother’s costume, suitable to the 
daughters of Dutch families in that 
period. Between the mother and daugh¬ 
ter, somewhat In the rear, stunds a 
black page dressed in a brown suit 
with a white collar. The shaggy coat¬ 
ed dog at the girl's side is brown, and 
the grave color scheme contains no 
more positive note of color than the 
greenish blue of the painter’s collar 
turned down over his black velvet 
coat. 

The background is a thick clump of 
trees on the left and on the right a 
flat country with the town of Haarlem 
In the distance. The whole spirit of 
the scene is that of decorous gayety, 
superimposed upon a structure of al¬ 
most austere dignity. Not only are the 
single figures spirited aud alive, but 
their arrangement is brilliantly man¬ 
aged with a splendid rhythm of tone. 

The group is generally conceded to 
be much finer than the one now in the 
National gallery at London and fully 
equal to, if it does not surpass, any of 
the famous groups at Haarlem. The 
workmanship is free and vivid, and the 
period is assumed to be about 1040, 
when the painter was between fifty 
and sixty years of age and In the prime 
of his power. He married his second 
wife, Lysbeth Reniers, iu 1017, and it 
is her intelligent face that is depicted 
with that subtle mingling of serious¬ 
ness and humor In the expression 
which Hals knew so well how to In¬ 
terpret with his slashing and exact 
stroke. 

The dimensions of the picture are six 
feet seven inches by nine feet four 
inches, considerably larger than the 
“Beresteyn Family” in the Louvre.

NEW PROOF OF THE FLOOD. 

8emitio Relic Found In Ruins at Nip* 
pur Verifies Bible Story. 

The discovery of a fragment of a 
cuneiform tablet believed to date back 
to 2100 B. C., bearing an account of 
the deluge described iu the Bible and 
agreeing with the narrative in Genesis, 
was reported at Philadelphia by Pro¬ 
fessor H. V. Hilprecht at a gathering 
of friends of the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania at the home of Provost Har¬ 
rison. 

This fragment, which has just been 
deciphered, was oue of several exca- 
| vated from the lowest stratum of the 
oldest part of the ruins of the temple 
library of Nippur and was removed 
to Philadelphia by the fourth expedi¬ 
tion sent out by the University of 
| Pennsylvania in 1899. It is of un¬ 
baked clay and measures two and 
three-quarter inches at Its greatest 
width and two and three-eighths inches 
at its greatest length. 

As translated by Professor Hil¬ 
precht the narrative contained on the 
tablet is as follows: 

(I declare unto) thee that the confines 
of heaven I will loosen, a deluge I will 
make, and it shall sweep away all men 
together. But thou (the Babylonian Noah) 
seek life before the deluge cometh forth, 
for to all living beings, as many as there 
are, I will bring overthrow, destruction, 
annihilation. * * * Build a great ship and 
* * * total height shall be its structure. 
It shall be. a houseboat, carrying what 
has been saved of life. * * * With a strong 
deck cover It. The ship which thou shalt 
make, into it bring the beasts of the 
fields, the birds of heaven and the creep¬ 
ing things, two of everything instead of a 
number * * * and the family * * 

The Semitic dialect In the Inscrip¬ 
tion and certain grammatical peculiar¬ 
ities of the text show, according to 
Professor Hilprecht, that it was writ¬ 
ten some time between 2137 and 2005 
B. C. The oldest tablet heretofore 
known containing an account of the 
flood was the “Layard deluge tablet” 
In the British museum, but the latter 
dated from only 050 B. C. 

The Layard tablet agreed with the 
details of the Biblical narrative in only 
a few' particulars. It was a pagan 
story of a deluge brought about at a 
council of the gods, who decided to 
destroy mankind. One of the gods 
was moved to save his protege—the 
Noah of the story—and sent a dream 
of warning, on which this Noah acted. 
This god excused his betrayal of the 
secret to the other deities by the ex¬ 
planation that he had not told; he had 
only “whispered through the mat”— 
that is, through the wall of the house, 
on the other side of which his protege 
slept and to whom this dream was 
thus conveyed. 

The writing was traced on the sur¬ 
face of the tablet in characters which 
greatly resemble the Chinese method 
of writing of the present day. 

WOMEN IN A ROLLER CLUB. 


Plump Members Declare It Is the Best 
Thing For Reducing Flesh. 

Muscogee, Okla., has a roller club. 
Its members are all young women, and 
thej r roll themselves to reduce their 
flesh. They belong to the best society 
of the town. 

It all started this way: A pretty but 
overplump society matron astonished 
her friends by “losing” her hips. Then 
she explained that she did it by roll¬ 
ing, which was still more mystifying 
until she elucidated further. She said 
that she began by rolling over and 
over on the floor as a morning exer¬ 
cise, and she found that it reduced 
flesh rapidly. She kept at it until she 
was reduced to what she considered 
the ultra fashionable hipless form. 

The result was'the immediate organ¬ 
ization of the Rollers’ club, composed 
of soeiet 3 r matrons aud maids who are 
inclined to obesity. There are four¬ 
teen of them. Each morning these 
women may be seen scurrying to the 
home of one of their members. The 
members, in kimonos or other loose 
garments, lie down and roll over and 
over. One hundred rolls is a morn¬ 
ing’s work. One young woman uses a 
pajama costume to roll iu because she 
finds it does not wrap around and bind 
the limbs.
